LIGHTS  OUT.     Theatre,  stage,  dark. 
Hear  wings  L,  LESTER  SMITH.  NEAR 
wings  R,   PETER  ARNOLDS. 

LESTER  —  white,  red.  flash-lights  in 
hands. 

PETER— white,  blue. 

ROTH  play  their  lights  upon  audierux. 

The  FirE  OTHERS  in  cast,  circulate 
among  audience.  Raise  bedlam  with  noise- 
makers,  shoot  off  fire-crackers. 

—THE  FIVE-SUSAN  KAHN.  MARY 
CALLAHAN,  DR.  DWORKIN.  MIKE 
JOHNSON,  RENDIX  HARROW. 

THE  FIVE  also  have  vari-colcred  lights 
in  their  hands.  LESTER,  PETER,  cease 
their  ^'light-activities,"  and 

THE  FIVE  now  project  THEIR  lights 
upon  the  stage.  DISCLOSING— NO  FOR- 
MAL SCENERY,  BUT— 

A.T  C — table.  Two  chairs  behind  table. 
Additional  chairs,  each  side  of  table.  ON 
TARLE — Reverages,  cookies,  fruits,  ciga 
rettes—TWO  iiamphlets.  SEATED  behind 
table,  LESTER,  PETER. 

From  off  L,  loud  explosions  of  fire-crack- 
ers.   And  lights  on. 


LESTER  (Muses)  Riverside  Drive 
Pent-House  Terrace — and  tho  Fourth  of 
July,  1944.  (Stands.  Gestures  towards  off 
C) — Off   thataway,   the   towering  Palisades, 


lording  it  over- sky -,s<:rapery  Manhattan — As 
far  below  the  frolicsome  Hudson  impishly 
.swooshes  its  merry  way  towards  the  Lower 
Bay — (Hrtns.  Pauses.  .Sits).  Strange, 
.strange  indeed,  hut  even  NOW,  the  lovable 
presence  of  MRS.  HARROW  seems  to  be 
hovering  ov6r  this  place. 

PETER  —  No.  LESTER  —  NOT  MRS. 
HARROW— But  rather  MRS.  HOROWITZ 
— SHE  never  changed  her  name.  It  wa.s 
onlv  that  damfool  .son  of  hers  BENDIX  who 
did' so  —  BENDIX  —  BENDIX.  (Splut- 
ters angrily.    Stands.     Overturns  chair). 

LESTER  (Stands)  Take  it  easy,  Pete 
Old  Man.  It's  grand  larceny  if  yon  dare 
take  anything  else,  you  know  (Picks  w/j 
ctmir) . 

PETER— But  Mary!  My  darling  Mary- 
Baby.  He  took  her  away  from  me.  He 
stole  her  from  my  very  ann-s — MARY! 

LESTER— Such  is  love,  Pete.  Inexplica- 
ble.    Unpredictable. 

PETER,  -(H«.  Lester,  sits).  But  HIM 
of  all  men.  HE  who'd  change  his  name 
Avitli  the  ease  and  nonchalance  of  a  chame- 
leon changing  color. 

LESTER^ THAT'S  SHOW  BUSINESS 
for  you!  Almost  everybody  IN  IT,  has 
changed  their  names,  or  adopted  a  stage- 
name.  AL  JOLSON,  Fred  Allen,  Jack 
Benny,  Billy  Rose,  W^alter  Winchell.  Clif- 
ford Odets  Ad  Infinitum— AND  DON'T 
FORGET- that  Benjamin  Horowitz,  or,  as 
he  prefers  to  call  himself,  BENDIX  HAR- 
ROW— is  one  of  the  most  sensational  play- 
wrights of  our  time. 

PETER— So  was  0.scar  W"Ude,  in  HIS 
time.  And  BOTH  are  as  morally-depraved 
as  they   are  mentally-brilliant. 

LESTER — Or  even  viee-veisa.  (Takes 
drink).  POOR  MRS.  HOROWITZ!  To 
die  so  suddenly  on  this  Glorious  Fourth  of 
July! 

PETER — And  such  turmoil  and  confu- 
.sion  at  tho  funeral!  Everybody,  rushing 
about  like  mad,  trying  to  dig  up  that  scomx- 
drel.  Bendix!  A  despicable  nincompoop 
who  wouldn't  show  up  at  his  own  mother's 
funeral  (Pauses).  Why  even  Dr.  Dworkiu — 

LESTER— Ah!  Dr.  Dworkin!  THERE'S 
a  Man  for  yon  I  An  honest-to-Gooduesa  Ad- 
mirable HE-MAN!  QUICKLY!  EFFI-

PETER — (Picks  up  pamphlet.  Reads)- 
"THE  ATAVISM  PHENOMENON"— By 
Dr.  Emanuel  Dworkin — Spiritual  Leader — 
of  the  MIDTOWN  SYNAGOGUE  CEN- 
TRE— New  York."  (Puts  pamphlet  doien). 
A  remarkable  writer  and  lecturer.  His  pa- 
triotic-rallies, the  talk  of  the  town — ^attended 
by  thousands. 

LESTER. —  (Picks  up  second  pamphlet. 
Gestures  with  it).  AND  HOW!  He's  per- 
forming wonders  in  these  crucial  War-Days 
of  ours.  NOW,  when  the  Democracies  of 
the  World  are  struggling  for  their  very 
lives  against  the  Nazi  Monster — (Stands. 
Imitating  Dr.  Dworkin) — "Tolerance,"  he 
preache,s — "Tolerance!  Racial  Understand- 
ing— Man's  love  for  his  Fellow-Man — ■" 
[Sits) — Why,  the  late  Mrs.  Horowitz  wor-
